But Jones, when ques- 
tioned as to the reported reason, 
replied: “It is the policy of the unit 
to give no explanation of an agent's 
dismissal. I won't deny he was 
dropped for padding his expense 
account. And you can make as 
much of-that as you want to.” 

At the premilinary hearing of the 
Rabbi and his son, Solomon Grod- 
sky, when they were bound over on 
Koplunsvitch’s testimony of five 
purchases of champagne and wine, 
the agent gave a narrative of his 
acquaintance with the Rabbi.

Regular dividends on the com- 
mon stock were increased last No- 
vember from 7 to 8 per cent an- 
nually, the first quarterly payment 
at that rate having been made to 
stockholders of record last Dec 1.

Later, with the passing of hizh 
fuel costs and improvement of 
business generally, dividends, 
which for two years had been 
passed, were resumed and the 
common slowly mounted. In 1924, 
it touched as low as 79 and this 
year its low mark is 110%. Much 
of the rise has come in the last 
month. 

Syndicate Controls Company. 

Control of the . Laclede was 
gained last March by a syndicate 
headed by Munroe. It was said the 
syndicate had exercised its option 
on slightly more than $5,500,600 of 
the $10,700,000 outstanding com- 
mon stock, paying $98.50 a share, 
which was then about $93.50 in the 
market.

Nathaniel Schmidt-Asserts Edu- 
cation Was Wiping Out 
Excessive Drinking. 


A plea for honest consideration 
and honest discussion of.the pro-

THE WHEELER INDICTMENT. 


Explaining his vote for the confirmation of Attor- 
ney-General Stone’s appointment to the Supreme 
Lench, Senator Reed of Missouri drew a clear distinc- 
tion between his opinion of Mr. Stone’s fitness and 
the propriety of the indictment of Senator Wheeler 
in the District of Columbia. He questioned seriously 
the principle and policy of indicting Senator Wheeler 
in the District when an indictment has been found 
where a trial is impending in Montana, Senator 
Wheeler's home and the place where the conspiracy 
charged against him was entered into, if there was a/ 
conspiracy. He said it seemed to be a bad precedent 
to try a man a thovsand miles or more away from 
his home and put him to the cost of a trial far dis- 
tant from his home. 

The principle of justice embodied in Senator Reed's 
point is sound. It is embodied in the common law 
and recognized in all the laws, that a man should be 
tried by a jury of his vicinage, by his neighbors, 
where it is impossible to oppress him by reason of 
great costs incident to removal to a ‘distant point. 
This question was fought to a finish, with a victory 
for the common-law principle of justice, in the Pu- 
litzer-Roosevelt case, when an attempt was made to 
drag Mr. Pulitzer to Washington for trial in a libel 
action. Senator Reed's contention was ably supported 
by Senators Walsh and Borah, who pointed out 
that the contract on. which the indictment was based 
was*made in Montana. Senator Walsh questioned 
the whole proceeding’ and made it clear that the 
case in the District was practically the same as that 
in Montana, with practically the same witnesses to 
sustain the charge. 

The Department of Justice has not yet been cleaned 

out. It still contains appointees and friends of 
former Attorne¥-General Daugherty who bitterly re- 
sent Senator Wheeler's exposure of Daugherty. We 
do not question Mr. Stone's sincerity, but it is highly 
possible that a4 man as innocent as he has shown 
himself to be of politics may be misled with regard 
to the case. Certainly it would be to the advantage 
of the enemies of Senator Wheeler to have him tried 
in Washington, where the department's influence is 
most powerful. 
We believe it would be wise for the Senate to thor- 
oughly sift this indictment, not because a Senator is 
involved, but because of the grave question of princi- 
ple and policy at stake in the transfer of the trial 
from Senator Wheeler's home to the District of Co. 
-lumbia. 
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MORE JUDGES AND MORE JUSTICE. 

Six more Circuit Judgeships are recommended by 
« committee of the St. Louis Bar Association after @ 
survey of the local courts. Statistically the argu- 
ment for more Judgeships is unchallengeable. Owing 
to the growth of the city, the increase in litigetion 
traceable to the automobile, the increase in divorces 
and the multiplication of new laws, each Circuit 
Judge is bandling more cases annually than ever be- 
fore in the history of the city. 

The easiest and most obvious remedy is more 

Judges, and more Judges, in all probability, there 
will be. But if there are more Judges to satisfy 
present needs, how long will it be before another 
allotment is demanded? Why not make the need of 
more Judges the occasion to lessen that need? 
More than one way has already been considered. 
First, there was the plan contained in the proposed 
amendment to the Constitution defeated a year ago 
this month, we believe, by failure of the electorate 
to understand the issue and by opposition of some 
Judges and lawyers. One section of the amendment 
provided that Circuit Judges who had completed 
their dockets might be sent to other circuits where 
the dockets were congested, and that Circuit Judges 
could be assigned to help out the higher courts. 

Another way to relieve the courts is to settle civil 
cases outside of court by the method of arbitration. 
A standard ‘procedure for the use of this method 
has been established by the American Arbitration So- 
ciety. That procedure calls for three arbitrators, one 
to be named by each of the disputants and the third 
to be agreed upon by the other two. Awards thus 
obtained can be given the authority of law. This 
is a speedy way of settlement and a way in which 
justice may be more intelligently and fairly ad- 
ministered than by the average jury. | 

A third substitute for more Judges is the genera! 
reform of court procedure to eradicate delay and 
technicality and remove traditional barriers to the 
consideration of justice on its merits. This method 
will take some time, but is already in process of de 
velopment with the aid of the Missouri Association 
for Criminal Justice. 

None of these plans for freer and more efficient 
courts, of course, will tend to increase the volume 
of the lawyer’s business or his fees.

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A DANGEROUS BILL. 


By its broad and sweeping terms, the Davidson 
bill would emasculate the St. Louis Board of Edu- 
cation and give the business department of the public 
school system over to the city hall politicians. It pur- 
ported to be offered for a trifling purpose—to make 
legal the inspection of boilers in schools by the city 
boiler inspectors. Because it was assumed that the 
bill had no greater moment than that, the Commit- 
tee on Education reported it out favorably. 

Now that its true character is discovered, the 
board has asked that the bill be sent back to com- 
mittee for reconsideration. Such reconsideration is 
expected to result in its death. The bill contains no 
specific reference to boilers, though indeed if it were 
passed the city administration would be enabled not 
only to inspect boilers but to exercise control over 
nearly every other detail of school management, leay- 
ing the Board of Education supervision only of teach- 
ers and instruction. 

The passage of the Davidson bill would be a ca- 
lamity, involving as it does the overthrow of all 
progress made toward nonpolitical school govern- 
ment, and the return to the primitive evils of po 
litical shenanigans. If there is to be any change in 
school government it should be in the enlightened 
direction in which we are traveling, not backward to 
the greedy control of predatory politics. 
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THE WAN WHO WON TEN MILLION. 


Ability to foresee conditions that meant a rising 
crain market enabled Arthur F. Cutten to win $10,- 
000,000 or more. He speculated in futures and car- 
ried from 10,000,000 to 20,000,000 bushels of wheat 
for a profit of 75 cents a bushel. He had dealings in 
rye and corn, too. 

World conditions would have sent grain prices up- 
ward, whether Cutten held or not. There was a short 
yield in many of the planet's granaries. He risked 
end won. Perhaps his augmented wealth will be 
turned to more useful purposes than making more 
money for a man who doesn't need it. Because of 
this, new philanthropies may benefit mankind, or 
new industries be developed to supply the needs of 
a people.

TO MAKE EARS 


BEAUTIFUL |

VER since the beauty of wom- 
E an has enthralled man her deli- 
cately tinted, sheil-like ears 
have enticed him into poetry and 
song. The vast majority of women 
rarely give a thought to their ears. 


yet these features add materially tu 


the beauty of the face or just 1s 
materlally detract from it. Their 
Size, their shape, their color, as wel! 
is the texture of the &kin, @ge al! 


cither beautiful or disfiguring 
What constitutes the ear beauti- 


ful? It should resemble a daint\ 
shell, exquisitely pinkish in color. 
the skin of the finest texture and 


delicately smooth throughout. It 
must be shaped in accordance witn 
the general formation of the head 
and be placed at the correct angle 
to make for symmetry. 

For instance, small ears on a 
large head are just as disfiguring as 
iarge ears on a smal! head. Of 
course, the size of the ears cannot 
be altered, but we can so improve 


their general appearance as tv 
n:ake them less conspicuous. 
Because there are so few ex- 


quisitely pretty ears women have 
welcomed the fashion of covering 
them up. How can the ears be 
beautified ? 

To begin with, cease to abuse and 
neglect them. The habit so gener- 
a'ly followed of scrubbing them 
with ordinary soap and water, es- 
pecially of stuffing a wash cloth 
into the beautiful curves of this 
celicately constructed organ mus! 
be taboo. Any one can see that 
forcing a thick wash cloth into the 
ears every day for weeks, months 
and years will enlarge them. 

Then the germs and grime car- 
ried and rubbed into the skin of the 
ears cause blackheads and pimples. 
You never thought of these things, 
did you? Of course not, but they 
are facts. 

Incidentally, to remove wax or to 
aliay itching, it {js your habit to 
thrust a hairpin into the ear. Often 
when the ear itches quite violently 
it is pulled and rubbed most un- 
ceremoniously, and it hag its re- 
venge by becoming red and swollen 

Give the ears the same kindly 
treatment you give the face 
Cleanse them with the finest soap, 
a soft bit of linen and warm water. 
Do not sop them with a mass of 
lather. Pass the soft linen in ani 
out of the folds repeatedly; then 
use clear, cold water, after which 
gently rub in a good oil. 

Warm olive oil or almond oil ls 
not only “softening to dried ov*-, 
wrinkled and neglected skin, but w 
nourishing. If needed, feed the 
skin as much of the oil as it will ab- 
sorb; this makes the tissues firm 
and imparts to the skin a youthfu! 
glow. 

Be particular to massage the side 
of the cheek where it is jojyried to 
the ear, because this is a favorite 
site for wrinkles. I often hegr the 
remark that wrinkles at this point 
indicate age.
